Buren, President of the United States, and the executive power was invoked 
| against wrong and outrage, the representatives of the persecuted Saints were 
eoolly dismissed with the words: Your cause is just; but I can do nothing 
for you;” and often when the Saints have appealed to the constituted antho- 
rities for a redress of their wrongs, they have found in them a feeling whieh 


is but the echo of the heartless sentiment we have just quoted. The deeds 
of violence and death which were enacted in early days against the Saints 
were allowed, by the people of the United States, to go unwhipped of justice. 
The failure of the Federal and State officials to ferret out and condiguly 
punish the miscreants who committed the lawless deeds, was tantamount to a 
sanction of their acts, and thus the whole American people became guilty 
before God. The blood of our prophet, and of some of his co-laborers, being 
thus unavenged, cried unto the Lord from the ground, and the groans of the 
oppressed Saints came up into the ears of the Lord of Sabaoth. 

_ What followed? God gave the American people a brief space for repent- 
ance—a time in which to right the wrong they had committed or condoned, 
but it was not improved. Did He then require the blood of the 
Saints at the hands of the guilty party! The half million of America’s 
noblest sons who fell in the great war of the rebellion, furnishes us with an 
emphatic answer. Did He judge that people for the burned and devastated 
homes of His Israel? Yes, the red glare of burning homes and cities lit up 
for four years whole regions of country, some of them being swept as with a 


There are certain facta connected with these judgments which do not 
appear in the general ontline which has been given of them, and which, be- 
cause of their distinctive character, show most clearly the presence of the 
principle which we are elucidating. The outrages which had been perpe- 
trated against the Saints were generally cold-blooded, and partook wholly of 
the nature of cowardly deeds. They were not committed in square, stand-up 
contests of men against men. So, too, in the same State where outlawry had 


might well be shocked because of them. We refer to the bush-whacking and 
guerilla warfare of the border, which was not true warfare, but simply mur- 
der and assassination of the most atrocious kind. But the seed had been 
sown, and it was bearing fruit. Then, again, we are reminded that the peo- 
ple of the South, during a large portion of the war period, were much dis- 
treased by hunger and want. Their supplies of food and clothing were cut 
off in a great measure, and experiences similar to those which the Saints had 
passed through im cold, and in hunger, and in nakedness, were realized in 


multiplied: thousands of homes in the South. Nor did the wealthy and 
mighty North escape: So long as our race exists, the names of Anderson- 
ville, Salisbury, and other prison pena, where northern troops, captured in 
the war, were confined, shall be associated with horrors which no pen can

brought death to so many homes of the people of God, honorable warfare, in 
the time of the Great Rebellion, degenerated often into pure murder of help- 
less and unarmed people. Men hunted for each other's lives like savages, or 
beasta of prey. Assassins lurked by the wayside, or lured with a hypocritical 
message of friendship the peaceable citizen from his fireside to meet a horri- 
ble death at the hands of his remorseless enemies. To such an fextent were 
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describe, and no heart wish to have unveiled. In them the North was made 
to taste the depths of individual woe. It was the same cup which it had 
previously preased to Mormon” lips, and God returned: it, well filled up to 
the source whence it came. Thus He has dealt with that mighty nation, and 
He is not done with it yet. When the certainty with which full measures in 
kind are meted out to the enemies of God is thus made so ‘apparent, perse- 
cutors would do well to pause and reckon up the profits of their ‘course: 
Persecution is not a paying business in any good sense; and those who in- 
own flesh, and hence must die from their own venom. = ik 
Many will deny that there is any logical sequence — — the 
persecutions which the Saints endured at the hands of the people of the 
United States, and the woes through which they themselves passed sabse- 
quently. Because some individuals can not discern the hand of the Almighty 
in the trials and calamities which befell that nation, is no proof that God did 
not order them as a penalty for its wrong-doing. The principle: which pre- 
vails in God's dealings generally with the nations of this world is an plainly 
discernible when the United States is concerned, as it is in other instances to 
which we have referred in the first chapter of this article. As to whether 
we may apply the rules of logic, as the world understand them, to historical 
facts of the character we have considered, is immaterial: We find it to be 
the logic of God. He proceeds by demonstrations of the most convincing 
nature, and though we try to reason away facts, we shall find them stubborn 
things. Besides all this, there does exist a profound, yet manifest philosophy 
between the commission of deeds of infamy with respect to a certain un- 
resisting class of the community, and an increase of such enormities, both in 
number and atrocity, when the perpetrators fall out among themselves and 
become enraged by resistance. Because many things thus come about 
naturally, does not argue that God is not connected with them. When man- 
kind get acquainted with the Almighty, they will find Him very natural, 
Large numbers of the human family do not believe that God has anything 
whatever to do with disposing the affairs of men and nations; and it may 
take a few more demonstrations to bring them to a correct understanding of 
their position before God. There is a lesson now preparing which will prove 
salutory in more ways than one. Those who are wise will take ‘heed’ that 
they do not adopt a course of life which shall render it necessary for the 
Almighty to repeat it in their personal experience. The facts in the new 
case, which is being enacted before the face of heaven, are about aw follows: 
The enemies of the Saints have hardened their hearts under the chastisement 
of the Almighty. As Pharaoh of old did, so do they. They have bound the 
burdens of Israel tighter, and made them heavier. Again, in the land of 
the free,” a number of our missionaries have been murdered: because they 
emplified their valor by striking down unarmed and inoffensive men. The 
doers of these dastardly deeds are allowed to go scot free, and to enjoy the 
rights of American citizens. No one has ever been hung for murdering a 
“Mormon” missionary, though the murderers richly deserve to have a halter 
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not prove false to the most solemn vows an honorable man can make. Be- 
cause some of them have declined to set the seal of a damning infamy upon 
their own flesh and blood, they are hailed before the courts, where a turn of 
the judicial crank almost invariably throws out a verdict of “guilty as 
charged,” and the stigma of a felon is affixed to the name of a conscientious 
doer of God’s will. In some portions of the so-called most gloriously free 
country on earth the franchise has been ruthlessly taken from every member 
of the Church who will not renounce his connection with it, and thereby 
forswear himself, while pledge- breakers, libertines, and depraved men of almost 
every sort go to the polls and vote like gentlemen. The Federal government 
itself is also now seizing vast amounts of property which once belonged to the 
Saints, and which they have honestly earned and cheerfully donated to the 
cause of God. These donations are the tenth portion of the increase which 
the Lord gives to His people, and which is consecrated solely to Him. Thus 
in a double sense it becomes God’s own property. It could not be His more 
absolutely were a deed of conveyance given with, and for every dollar of it, 
and the United States are not spoiling the “ Mormons” this time—they are 
robbing God. 

When the judicial court of the Almighty begins to turn out judgments in 
these cases, they will be found commensurate with the offense which called 
them forth. What shall transpire? Well, unless the wrongs which have 
been; inflicted upon the Saints of God, and the indignities and insults which 
have been offered to the Almighty Himself, by the people of the United 
States, are properly atoned for and redreesed, they shall have spoliation
